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A Youth Speed Skating Award System 
has been established by the Alberta 
Amateur Speed Skating Association for 
the purpose of giving recognition for 
ability in this sport. Awards may be 
made to children between 11 and 17 
years of age who are able to qualify by 
equalling or bettering the established 
standards. 

The system is not set up to primarily 
recognize a brilliant skater who will be 
able, at least in the lower class, to qual¬ 
ify quite easily, but rather to nurture 
the mass of potential average skaters 
into improving their abilities, maintain¬ 
ing their interest, and transforming 
them into solid competitors. 

The following is a list of the awards 
in the order in which they must be won: 
iron, bronze, silver, advanced silver, 
gold, advanced gold. 

Here are the rules: 

1. The Awards are distributed by the 
Awards Committee of the Alberta Ama¬ 
teur Speed Skating Association. 

2. A skater may qualify for only two 
awards during a winter season. 

3. A skater may advance to his or 
her own age group in one winter season. 
For example, a boy starting speed skat¬ 
ing at fourteen years of age may in his 
first winter season attempt to qualify 
for the iron, bronze, silver and advanced 
silver awards but this must be done in 
order of progression. The Awards Com¬ 
mittee must be notified of every suc¬ 
cessful test in such a case. 

4. At least two stop-watches must be 
used in timing the contestants and the 
timers must be over twenty-one years 
of age. 

5. Awards must be qualified for un¬ 
der the time trial system. No pace 
setters are to be used. 

6. The awards should be worn on the 
left sleeve of the skater’s sweater.

TEACHERS ATTEND 
LETHBRIDGE SCHOOL 
AS STUDENT BODY 

On November 23 and 24 the Music Di¬ 
vision conducted its first piano work¬ 
shop in Lethbridge for Division I and 
II school teachers. As a result of many 
requests the course was offered as an 
experiment to find if enough could be 
offered to teachers in about ten hours 
to make the effort worthwhile. The 
students were restricted to elementary 
school teachers with little or no know¬ 
ledge of music. These were people who, 
realizing the value of music in the 
elementary grades, wished to further 
their command of the keyboard in order 
to teach better and feel more confident 
in their use of the piano. These were 
teachers who, appreciating the potenti¬ 
alities of the piano in classroom situa¬ 
tions, desired training in this difficult 
art and were prepared to give of their 
own time and money to take the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn. A maximum number of 
24 students were accepted. 

Dr. F. E. Churchley, Associate Profes¬ 
sor of Music and Education at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, Calgary acted as con¬ 
sultant. Dr. Churchley, a graduate of 
Toronto and Columbia Universities, has 
had extensive experience in teaching 
such classes. He was an associate of 
Dr. Robert Pace the foremost American 
exponent of group piano teaching, and 
has introduced a similar class into the 
curriculums of the B.Mus. and B.Ed. de¬ 
grees at the University of Alberta, 
Calgary. 

From the outset Dr. Churchley treated 
the class as if they had no knowledge 
of the piano. For part of the course he 
demonstrated how these teacher-stu¬ 
dents should use the piano in their own 
classes. Using tunes from the books 
used by the teachers he taught them 
how to provide accompaniments of basic 
chords in different keys. 

No one expected that the students 
would emerge from such a short course 
completely competent to use the piano 
in all class situations. Nevertheless, 
students were unanimous in their appre¬ 
ciation of Dr. Churchley’s ability to sim¬ 
plify problems which hitherto had pre¬ 
vented many of them using the piano in 
a role for which it is uniquely suited. 
Evaluation of the course is proceeding 
and the results will determine whether 
or not extension of this course will be 
a worthwhile aim.
